Koeman fights 
corner of former 
St Mary’s stars 

RONALD Koeman has de¬ 
fended former Saints stars 
Adam Lallana, Dejan Lovren 
and Nathaniel Clyne and 
said that Liverpool’s strug¬ 
gles are down to the club as 
a whole rather than any in¬ 
dividuals. 

Lallana, Lovren and Rickie Lam¬ 
bert all departed St Mary’s for An- 
field over a year ago, while Clyne 
jumped ship for Merseyside in the 
summer. 

None of them have really hit 
the heights expected of them for 
the price tags paid, writes Adam 
Leitch. 

Lambert has subsequently left the 
club, Lovren has struggled badly, 
while Lallana has been in out and 
of the team. For Clyne it remains 
early days, but the Reds’ struggles 
this season were underlined by the 
sacking of Brendan Rodgers. 

Jurgen Klopp takes charge of his 
first home league match as Liver¬ 
pool boss on Sunday with Saints 
the visitors to Anfield, and Koeman 
stuck up for the former Saints stars. 

“The whole situation of the team, 
of the club,” he said. “Maybe they 
had some difficulties to have and 
to show the expectation that every¬ 
body expect from Liverpool.

He added: “Maybe it’s 
more easier to do it for 
Southampton than for Liv¬ 
erpool because the expecta¬ 
tions are different.

“I understand a big story about 
Klopp in the press because it’s Liv¬ 
erpool. But it’s a bit too much.” 

When asked what advice he would 
give Klopp on his move to England, 
Koeman replied: “For me maybe it’s 
different than for him but it’s all 
about the person by himself. 

“I am not the manager of South¬ 
ampton to give Mr Klopp advice. 
Why? 

“He’s an experienced coach, he 
will do it by himself, I didn’t get any 
advice from other managers when I 
came to Southampton.”

“Two great players,” he said 
about Tadic and Mane. “And I 
don’t want to just name them 
because we have lots of great 
players on the bench too, like 
(Shane) Long and Jay Rod (Jay 
Rodriguez). 

“But, honestly, Tadic and 
Mane, they’re really good 
players. Two very different 
players, but that is beautiful 
because you can expect 
different things from us.” 

Pelle will return to the place it 
all started for him at Saints 
today when Ronald Koeman’s 
side visit Liverpool at Anfield in 
the Premier League. 

Back in August 2014, Koeman 
took charge of his first 
competitive match and five of 
his new signings, including the 
Italian, made their debut for 
Saints. 

It ended in a 2-1 defeat, but 
Pelle takes away fond 
memories. 

“Yes, there have been a lot of 
good things in my career as a 
football player,” he explained. “I 
was young in the way of the 
Premier League player (at 
Anfield), but I remember also 
with pleasure not for the result. 

“But it was a beautiful 
atmosphere and it let me 
understand a lot of things about 
the game. 

“I had to work harder and be 
more competitive because it 
was going to be a difficult 
season. It was from that 
moment I realised that the 
Premier League was tough.” 

Pelle has scored five goals in 
the league this term and is keen 
to keep in good form. 

“At the moment, yes, (I’m in 
good form) but it won’t be 
enough. I must keep going and 
keep this (goal) numbers going 
until the end of the season,” he 
said. “Otherwise all this hard 
work will not be worth it.” 
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Pochettino keyed up for semi-final 



TOTTENHAM head coach Mauricio Pochettino 
is likely to be twiddling his thumbs impatiently 
as he flies back to London after Sunday’s Pre¬ 
mier League clash at Bournemouth. 

That is because the 43-year-old former Saints 
boss, pictured left, is an avid follower of rugby 
and will be keen to know how Argentina are far¬ 
ing in their semi-final clash with Australia at 
Twickenham. 

Having finished third in the 2007 World Cup, 
the Pumas will be hoping to go one step further 
and reach the final of this year’s tournament. 

To do that Daniel Hourcade’s side must upset 
the odds and see off a strong Wallabies team, 
with plenty of support coming from back home. 

Pochettino was in the crowd at the Millennium 
Stadium for the quarter-final victory over Ire¬ 
land but he will be otherwise engaged on Sunday 
as his Spurs side look to record a victory at the 
Vitality Stadium. 

“I was at Cardiff last Sunday,” he said follow¬ 
ing Tottenham’s Europa League defeat in Ander- 
lecht. 

"It was fantastic - but I am focused on impor¬ 
tant game and then to see what happened with 
Argentina in the rugby. 

“ I am a rugby fan, because in my time when I 
was in France (playing for Paris Saint-Germain 
and Bordeaux) a lot of Argentine players were at 


the Stade de France. 

“I was a fan always because in Argentina the 
tradition of rugby is massive.” 

The Murphy-born manager may not be able to 
watch Sunday’s semi-final as he will be carrying 
out his post-match duties and flying back from 
the south coast - but his family will be keeping 
him up to date with proceedings in south-west 
London. 

“It is difficult to not find out the score because 
my wife and kid will be watching the game,” he 
said. “They will be keeping in touch with me by 
phone. It is impossible for them to keep the in¬ 
formation away from me. 

“But I am sure Argentina have the possibility 
to win because they arrived in a good position 
and they are very fit and everyone is available. 
But Australia will be difficult.” 

Having made his name as a central defender 
who played in Argentina, Spain and France, 
picking up 20 international caps along the way, 
Pochettino still does not feel he would have ever 
been cut out for a career with the oval ball. 

“I could never have been a rugby player,” he 
added. 

“I am not brave enough, like them. Yes I was a 
defender, but when you watch rugby you realise 
it is a very difficult sport and you need to be very, 
very, very brave.” 


Howe hopes Cherries can 
become more streetwise

BOURNEMOUTH manager 
Eddie Howe accepts his side 
have been naive this season 
but refuses to see the perfor¬ 
mances as a negative. 

Last weekend they were taken apart 
at Manchester City, losing 5-1 having 
been 2-0 down after just 11 minutes. 

The Premier League newcomers 
were criticised by some pundits for 
chasing the game at 4-1 and Howe 
could not argue with that assess¬ 
ment. 

“I’d probably agree with that. It 
comes with the territory for us in 
terms of lack of experience,” he 
said.. 

“Managing some game situations, I 
don’t think we have been particularly 
good. 

2 West Ham second-half (where they 
were 2-0 up at half-time and won 4-3) 
was hard to watch because we had 
been so dominant and we should have 
been out of sight, and suddenly we 
were clinging on to the win. 

“I would probably agree with the as¬ 
sessment for Man City. 

“I have no problem handling the 
criticism, I’ll take that rather than 
aim it at the players but with the 
more experience we get and the more 
hardened we get to these situations 
the naivety will lose us.” 

Howe insists he has no issue with 
the team’s approach and would rath¬ 
er have them trying to be positive on 
the pitch than slipping into a dam¬ 
age-limitation exercise. 

“From our perspective, this season 
was always going to be really tough 
and an incredible learning experi¬ 
ence not just for myself but the rest 
of the squad,” added the manager, 
ahead of Sunday’s visit of Totten¬ 
ham. 

“The experience of City everyone 
will see as a negative, but we are try¬ 


ing to embrace it as a positive to see 
how far we have to go to be competi¬ 
tive with these teams. 

“You can’t take away the instincts 
of the players. We were 4-1 down and 


tried to attack, but the alternative 
is to sit on your 18-yard box and put 
your tin hats on and then you are 
maybe looking at worse. 

“But you can’t find yourselves 2-0 


down after 10 minutes and not expect 
a tough afternoon from that position 
- hopefully we have learned lessons 
from it. 

“We did make tweaks before the

But, to rub salt in the wounds, Steve¬ 
nage Borough’s stoppage-time equaliser 
was netted by a Southampton lad. 

With just seconds remaining, Paul 
Cook’s side looked on course for a 1-0 
victory that would have returned them 
to the SkyBet League Two summit. 

Brett Williams, though, had other ide¬ 
as, bouncing off the bench in the 90th 
minute and finding space in the box to 


head home Charlie Lee’s long throw - 
much to the displeasure of the Fratton 
faithful. 

The former Winchester City, AFC Tot- 
ton, Eastleigh, Reading and Aldershot 
frontman from Hedge End was signed 
by Stevenage boss Teddy Sheringham in 
the summer. 

He had scored 43 goals in 99 appear¬ 
ances for the Shots, having joined them 
from Reading on a free transfer in 2013. 

Reflecting on the moment he broke 
Pompey hearts, 27-year-old Williams 


said: “He [Sheringham] just said ‘get 
hold of it, get in the box and try and nick 
a goal’. That was it - and I did!” 

“No one wants to sit on the bench, but 
he picks the side and the lads did bril¬ 
liant so I’m happy to play my part.” 

Deflated Pompey goalkeeper Aaron 
McCarey admitted: “It’s disappointing 
to concede like that. It’s a long throw 
and the ball has bounced in the six-yard 
box. 

“It’s looped over me and didn’t give me 
a chance.”

coach North onto his coaching staff.

Johnson treble condemns

AFC TOTTON were outplayed by 
a buoyant Banbury United side 
who revelled in the wide open 
spaces of the Testwood Sta¬ 
dium to secure a 4-0 Southern 
One South & West victory this 
afternoon. 

As expected, Totton were without East¬ 
leigh loanees Tony Lee and Jack Alex¬ 
ander, who were away with their parent 
club, writes Wendy Gee. 

Mike Gosney and Marc Diaper were 
also missing for the home side, but Nath¬ 
aniel Sherborne returned from a spell 
out with tendonitis. 

Banbury played a lot of passing foot¬ 
ball despite their over-playing eventu¬ 
ally costing them dear in a 4-0 defeat at 
Winchester City last week. 

Ironically, though, it was from a route 
one move that they took the lead with 
just eight minutes gone. 

Darius Browne dissected the Tot¬ 
ton defence with a long ball which ran 
straight through to towering striker 
Ricky Johnson. 

Stags keeper Steve Mowthorpe had 
already denied Learn Howards with an 
early block, but this time he was well 
beaten as JOHNSON coolly passed the 
ball home. 

Despite some tenacious tackling by 
Sherborne, Totton still looked vulner¬ 
able and, following another long ball 
forward, Johnson came precious close 
to a second. 

The home side responded with an 18th- 
minute burst by Nick Watts, but his shot 
lacked power and, a minute later, the 
Stags found themselves with a mountain 
to climb. 

Yet again they were undone straight 
through the middle with Duran Martin 
this time slipping the ball through to 
HOWARDS who finished tidily from ten 
yards. 

Totton had a let-off on 23 minutes 
when danger-man Johnson smacked the 
bar with a header from Zac McEachran’s 
free kick.

Thankfully, the Totton 
mid-fielder was able to continue after 
lengthy treatment. 

The game took time to settle back 
down, but Banbury soon looked men¬ 
acing again with Johnson turning his 
marker on the edge of the area before 
dunking a shot straight into Mowthor- 
pe’s grasp. 

The Puritans carved out the first 
chance of the second half with Browne 
chipping a shot over following a short 
corner. 


Totton responded with their most 
promising move of the game - young 
Rawkins motoring down the left and 
delivering a dangerous cross which just 
eluded Sherborne at the far post. 

But that promise quickly evaporated 
when Banbury went 3-0 up on 52 min¬ 
utes. 

It was a goal of painful simplicity from 
a home perspective with JOHNSON left 
totally unmarked to nod in Howards’ 
left-wing cross. 

With United tails up, Howards then 
combined well with Browne, whose shot 
cannoned off the woodwork. 

Apart from an Edwards chance that 


he hit straight at keeper Jack Harding, 
Totton produced little of note prior to 
Mowthorpe getting two strong hands 
behind sub Lewis Joyce’s close-range 
blast.

WITH a disappointing draw at 
home to Leicester and the end 
of the Euro qualifiers, it’s back 
to the routine world of Premier 
League football.

Hell, even Tottenham have only won one 
major trophy in the last 30 years. If you’re

IT WAS a truly amazing spec¬ 
tacle. 

To be present at the Ironman World 
Championships was both a dream 
come true, the trip of a lifetime and 
an honour all rolled into one. 

Sports journalists have a reputa¬ 
tion for being rather cynical and 
grizzly about their profession. 

While many people around the 
country dream of getting paid to 
write or talk about sport for a living, 
those in the industry know the real¬ 
ity is not what it might seem from 
the outside and quickly tend to get 
downbeat about the job. 

However, even for the cynics, there 
are still events and moments of 
sheer magic that remind you of the 
pure joy of sport. 

For Adam Rant, the Ironman 
World Championships was such an 
event. 

As a triathlete and triathlon en¬ 
thusiast being at the equivalent of 
the World Cup final of the sport was 
always likely to be special. That it 
takes place in Hawaii makes it even 
more remarkable. 

It is as if the world outside doesn’t 
exist for the week in the build up to 
the race.

Ironman, long distance triathlon 
in general, is one of the greatest ex¬ 
amples of sport, so pure and true. 

At its base level it is not sullied 
by money but by amateurs striving 
to reach their dream, what to many 
is a seemingly unattainable goal of 
completing a 2.4-mile swim, 112-mile 
cycle and running a marathon. 

This is no Tough Mudder or 5k run. 
There are no shortcuts. For these 
distances, anything other than total 
dedication and commitment to the 
cause for at least half a year - and 
that only if you are lucky enough to 
start with a strong fitness base - is 
the minimum requirement just to 
complete rather than compete. 

Come to Hawaii and it’s full of peo¬ 
ple who have taken it a step further. 

The majority of the field have had 
to qualify They are the best of the 
best of the sport, including the pros. 

The heat is searing, the humidity 
incredible, the famous course, with 
the sun radiating off of the black 
lava fields, something to behold. 


There is something so quiet, so 
much solace, to be found on long 
stretches of the course. 

There is no way for the athletes to 
escape themselves, their mental de¬ 
mons out there. 


And yet still they find it within 
themselves to cross that finish line. 
When they do, and it is men and 
women of all ages from 18 to more 
than 80, their joy is unconfined. 

It is magical, uplifting, a triumph 


of the human spirit. 

Anybody who ever feels cynical 
about top level sport, about the 
money washing around, just take a 
look at an event like this. It restores 
your faith.

Attacking threat but 
still a shaky defence

THERE’S no doubt about it - New¬ 
castle United’s recent 6-2 triumph 
over Norwich City last time out 
was one of the best offerings of 
Premier League action in recent 
memory. 

For a side supposedly staving off the 
threat of relegation this term, the Magpies 
looked far more convincing and purposeful 
than they have done in a long, long time. 

Steve McClaren’s side somehow proved 
absolutely ferocious in the final third via 
their very own brand of dangerous counter¬ 
attacking play and raw intensity in front of 
goal, which will certainly go some way in 
appeasing the recent negativity within the 
St. James’ faithful. 

However, as the Magpies’ defence remained 
equally shaky and as predictably vulnerable 
as it has done all season, some inconvenient 
warning signs were nonetheless in place for 
Newcastle last weekend, despite the obvi¬ 
ously victorious nature of their win against 
the Canaries. 

Whilst the likes of Moussa Sissoko, Ayoze 
Perez, Aleksandar Mitrovic - and of course 
not forgetting a certain four goal specialist, 
Georginio Wijnaldum - each produced a tru¬ 
ly wonderful performance to look back on 
last time out, the St. James’ faithful would 
certainly be naive in thinking that their 
troubles are now over for the season. 

Yes, each of the aforementioned names 
will likely go on to achieve even more on 
Tyneside throughout the course of this 
season, but there is arguably more to main¬ 
taining a place among the English top-flight 
than merely scoring goals. 

In any case, although Wijnaldum and 
Perez seemingly don’t arrive with many 
question marks surrounding their overall 
ability, Moussa Sissoko only really turns 
up when the occasion suits him - and as for 
the overly hot-headed Aleksandar Mitrovic 
- well, literally anything could still happen 
with that guy... 

The biggest issue concerning Steve Mc¬ 
Claren’s side at the minute, however, is the 
clear lack of balance within this current 
Magpies outfit. 

The Tynesiders admittedly have their at¬ 
tacking options on point at the moment, 
but the rest of the Newcastle United squad 
ultimately remains a far cry from Premier 
League-worthy as things currently stand. 

Each of Vurnon Anita, Cheick Tiote and 
Jack Colback have categorically failed to 
establish much of a meaningful partnership 
in the middle of the park for their manager 
this term, which has unfortunately been 
one of the major downfalls of Newcastle’s 
approach so far this season. To perform well 
among the testing conditions of the English 
Premier League, midfield battles simply 
need to be won more often than not. 


Yet whilst McClaren’s centre midfielders 
by no means represent a trio well-versed 
in aiding their teammates in attack or at 
patrolling the space in front of their back- 
four, Newcastle’s last line of defence even¬ 
tually must go down as the biggest worry 
surrounding the Magpies this season. There 
just isn’t enough defensive quality on offer 
at St. James’ for the fans to justifiably re¬ 
main assured this term. 

No matter which way even the most opti¬ 
mistic Newcastle fan would see fit to survey 
the situation, Fabricio Coloccini is no long¬ 
er able to do the business in the English top¬ 
flight on a consistent enough basis. He sim¬ 


ply fails to resemble the capable defender he 
once proved just a few short seasons ago. 

Daryl Janmaat isn’t exactly defensively re¬ 
liable either despite his admirable qualities 
when providing attacks in the final third, 
the likes of Paul Dummett and Massadio 
Haidara seemingly produce errors with 
every passing match - and although young 
Chancel Mbemba has certainly proved de¬ 
cent so far this term - a certain Mike Wil¬ 
liamson is still waiting in the wings should 
a few critical injuries occur among the New¬ 
castle back-line this season. 

The St. James’ faithful therefore have 
more than enough to be worried about as 


the rest of the 2015/16 campaign plays out. 
There is certainly a great amount of prom¬ 
ise available among Steve McClaren’s cur¬ 
rent ranks, just not enough of it throughout 
the entirety of his starting XI. 

As there are arguably three worse sides 
still operating within the Premier League 
at the minute however, perhaps the Mag¬ 
pies will eventually stave off the threat of 
relegation well and truly in the end. The 
2015/16 season is bound to produce its fair 
share of further frustration for the Newcas¬ 
tle fans though, despite the understandable 
sense of renewed positivity that has recent¬ 
ly emerged on Tyneside. 
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Your guide to 
the grand prix 
this weekend 

THE Formula One circus has arrived 
in Texas for this weekend’s US Grand 
Prix. Here, the Sports Pink looks at the 
best statistics and trivia ahead of the 
16th round of the championship. 

• Lewis Hamilton (pictured below), 
who is 66 points clear of Sebastian 
Vettel and 73 points ahead of Nico 
Rosberg, could seal his third FI title in 
Austin on Sunday if he wins, and Vettel 
finishes third or lower. 

• Hamilton has a good track record 
across the pond. He won in Austin last 
year, as well as the inaugural race in 
2012, and was also victorious in 
Indianapolis in his debut 2007 
campaign. Of the current drivers, only 
Vettel, who won in Austin in 2013, has 
tasted victory on American soil. 

• Winning this year’s title would see 
Hamilton become the first Briton to 
successfully defend his FI crown and 
mark a hat-trick of championships. Sir 
Jackie Stewart is the only other British 
driver to win the title more than twice. 

• A third title will see Hamilton join an 
esteemed list of 10 drivers to have won 
the title three times or more; the others 
being Michael Schumacher (seven), 
Juan Manuel Fangio (five), Alain Prost 



and Vettel (both four) and Ayrton 
Senna, Niki Lauda, Nelson Piquet, Jack 
Brabham and Stewart (all three). 

• After winning in Russia, Hamilton 
now has nine victories to his name this 
season. He will need to win the 
remaining four races in Austin, Mexico, 
Brazil and Abu Dhabi to match Vettel’s 
record of 13 race wins in one season. 

• Manor driver Alexander Rossi will 
be the only American on the grid on 
Sunday. He is the 48th American driver 
to start an FI race, and none of his 
predecessors have ever triumphed on 
home soil. 

• Sauber, who made their FI debut at 
the 1993 South African Grand Prix, will 
take part in the 400th race weekend in 
Austin. During that period they have 
won one race - as BMW-Sauber - and 
featured on the podium 26 times. 

• The Circuit of the Americas in 
Austin is one of only four anti-clockwise 
tracks on this year’s calendar - 
Singapore, Interlagos and Abu Dhabi 
are the others. 

• Austin is the 10th venue to stage a 
US GP - Riverside, Sebring, Watkins 
Glen, Dallas, Detroit, Las Vegas, Long 
Beach, Phoenix and Indianapolis, have 
also hosted an FI race.

August 31, 1960: Liverpool 0 
Saints 1 

George O’Brien’s solitary strike 
gave Ted Bates’ men their first 
away win of the season in the Sec¬ 
ond Division. 

April 21, 1962: Liverpool 2 
Saints 0 

Liverpool were crowned champi¬ 
ons of the old second division and 
applauded off by visiting fans after 
this 2-0 triumph. 

Kevin Lewis struck twice in the 
first half to give the Reds the vic¬ 
tory 

January 21, 1967: Liverpool 2 
Saints 1 

Unbeaten at home for over 12 
months, the Reds came from be¬ 
hind to win. Ron Davies’ header put 
Saints in front, but Chris Lawler 
and Alf Arrowsmith extended the 
Reds’ undefeated run. 

January 20, 1968: Liverpool 2 
Saints 0 

Ted Bates’ men lost to two second 
half goals. Geoff Strong opened the 
scoring 10 minutes after the break, 
before defender Ron Yeats added a 
second with four minutes to go.

Ian Callaghan’s early strike was 
enough to seal victory 

October 25, 1969: Liverpool 4

In a season that would see Ted

Mick 
Channon grabbed an equaliser 
with just over an hour gone but the 
hosts scored three times in the last 
eight minutes through Roger Hunt 
(2) and an own goal.

• 3 - Goals Rooney scored on his 
United debut, a 6-2 Champions League 
win over Fenerbahce.

• 34 - Rooney has twice scored this 
many goals in a season, in 2009/10 and 
2011/12.

• Saints' record on Merseyside is 
not impressive. 

From an 8-0 thrashing at Goodi- 
son Park in the 1970s to the 7-1 
mauling at Anfield in 1999, Saints 
have always struggled for a result.. 

In all, Saints have lost 88 per cent 
of their league games at Everton 
and 87 per cent at Anfield. 

Saints have won just 19 per cent 
of away matches in all competi¬ 
tions against the 10 other current 
Premier League teams since 1920. 

Slaying 

They can, however, boast an im¬ 
pressive 6-2 rout of Chelsea at 
Stamford Bridge on September 2 
1967, and the club’s record at the 
home of the Blues is good. 

Their recent 3-1 slaying of Jose 
Mourinho’s side has now seen 
Saints triumphant in 26 per cent of 
their visits to Stamford Bridge. 

Selhurst Park is Saints’ favourite 
place to travel, with an impressive 
38 per cent win ratio against Crys¬ 
tal Palace - including a 3-1 win on 
Boxing Day there last season. 


WAYNE Rooney celebrates his 30th 
birthday on Saturday, October 24. 
Here, the Sports Pink digs out some 
lesser-known facts about the England 
and Manchester United captain: 

• Rooney’s bicycle kick against 
Manchester City in 2011 was voted the 
best of the Premier League’s first 20 
seasons. It also helped the striker win 
the Goal of the Season award on the 
BBC’s Match of the Day for a third time. 

• Rooney, pictured below, joined 
Everton, the club he supported as a 
boy, at the age of nine after being 
spotted by a Toffees’ scout playing for 
Copplehouse Boys’ Club. He scored 99 
goals in his final season. 

• He was Everton’s mascot for the 
Merseyside derby as a 10-year-old and 
chipped goalkeeper Neville Southall in 
the warm-up. 



• Rooney was eligible to represent 
the Republic of Ireland through his 
grandmother, but turned down an 
approach aged 16. 

• Rooney held the record for being 
the youngest goalscorer in European 
Championship history for four days. He 
scored twice against Switzerland at 
Euro 2004, only for Swiss midfielder 
Johan Vonlanthen to usurp him in the 
next game. 

• The striker’s younger brother John 
is also a professional footballer. Having 
spent time at Macclesfield, Barnsley, 
Bury and in Major League Soccer, the 
24-year-old currently plays for Chester 
in the Vanarama National League. 

• Rooney was sued for libel in 2006 
by former Everton manager David 
Moyes following claims in the striker’s 
autobiography about his departure. The 
case was settled out of court and 
Rooney apologised to Moyes, who he 
subsequently played under again when 
the Scot became United manager.

WINCHESTER City have brought in 
goalkeeping competition in the shape of Brad 
Snelling from Whitchurch United. 

City had been short of cover in the Nol 
position ever since the summer when Ryan 
Gosney was unable to commit when 
Winchester belatedly gained promotion to the 
Southern One South & West.

Barron finds lots of benefits 
from playing at higher level 



Summer move to 
City gives Jamie 
new lease of life 

MIDFIELDER Jamie Barron 
feels he is adding a new di¬ 
mension to his game at Win¬ 
chester City. 

Having learned the basics of his 
craft at the Folland Sports’ school of 
hard knocks in the Sydenhams Pre¬ 
mier, the 26-year-old is benefiting 
from some higher education under 
City boss Paul Masters in the South¬ 
ern One South & West, writes Wendy 
Gee. 

Both ex-Saint Masters and former 
Follands boss Dave Lewis plied their 
trade as midfielders and Barron has 
learned plenty from them both. 

He recalled: “I joined Follands the 
season they came up from Wessex 
One and was there with players like 
Jamie Musselwhite, Lloyd Webber 
etc. 

“I was playing out of position in 
those days, tucked in on the right or 
left, but then there was a big player 
exodus which gave some of the oth¬ 
er lads like myself, Pip Nolan, Matt 
Burt, Calum Brockway and Dan Ma¬ 
son a chance to come through. 

“They made me captain and started 
playing me more centrally and Dan¬ 
ny Bowers [former Follands boss] 
and Dave Lewis got a really good 
team spirit going. 

“We were underdogs and we quite 
liked that. We had a decent team and 
it wasn’t hard to get up for games 
against the sides above us like Win¬ 
chester and Blackfield. 

“At Follands it was all about team¬ 
work and I’m sure Dave [Lewis] 
wouldn’t mind me saying that he 
was more for doing the ‘uglier’ side 
of the game. Dave himself says that 
when he used to play in the same side 
as Paul Masters, he did all the dirty 
work and Paul did the business.”

Follands.

Star joins 
in battle 

FORMER Sydenhams Wessex 
League hot-shot Charlie 
Austin has joined the battle 
to save one of his former 
clubs from being kicked out 
of their ground. 

The QPR and England 
striker has urged West 
Berkshire Council to rethink 
its decision to oust Newbury 
FC from Faraday Road. 

The ground has been home 
to a Newbury football club 
since 1963 - including AFC 
Newbury, who were once a 
force in the Wessex League. 

The stadium holds fond 
memories for the likes of AFC 
Totton who won the Wessex 
League Cup final there in May 
2003, beating a star-studded 
Eastleigh side who were just 
beginning their march up the 
leagues. 

Austin, who grew up in 
Hungerford, played for the 
old AFC Newbury under-14s 
before turning out for 
Kintbury Rangers and his 
hometown club Hungerford 
Town. 

His rise to fame began 
when he moved to Poole 
Town, scoring goals galore in 
the Wessex League. That 
caught the eye of Swindon 
Town and, from the Robins, 
he went on to play for Burnley 
before joining QPR. 

West Berkshire Council 
want Newbury FC out of their 
ground by June next year so 
they can redevelop the 
London Road Industrial 
Estate and there are fears the 
club could fold. 

Austin said: “I would advise 
the council to rethink the 
decision as football is 
important to a lot of people 
and there is no need to 
potentially make Newbury 
fold. 

“It’s just a shame it may all 
come to an end.” 

Football has been played in 
the Faraday Road area of the 
town for 128 years and Austin 
added: “With the history of 
the club and how long it has 
been going for, the thought it 
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Dolphins boss believes restructure is long overdue

“I feel it needs to be looked at 
in terms of further 
regionalisation,” said Killick. 

“One of the things that makes 
this league more bearable is us, 
Dorchester and Weymouth 
competing and all being near the 
top. 

“At this level, I don’t feel we 
should be going to places like 
King’s Lynn and Corby. 


“A new level was added a few 
years ago beneath the 
Conference (the Conference 
North and South) and maybe they 
should have another look at it 
now. 

“With us, Gosport, Havant, 
Basingstoke, Dorchester and 
Weymouth in fairly close 
proximity, you feel there could be 
something done to make the 
travelling more manageable for 


everyone. 

“A lot of our away trips are 
12-hour days. People might say 
we should live with it, but it 
seems to be a lot better in the 
National League South (formerly 
Conference South) which is 
mainly around the M25 and Kent. 

“Sometimes the travelling is a 
chore and that’s not what it 
should be about. It gets to the 
point where it takes the edge off.’

‘Rumour 
on budget 
is not true’ 

MANAGER Shane Traynor has 
shot down speculation that 
Hamworthy United’s budget 
has been axed on the back of 
changes to the Sydenhams 
Premier Division club’s top 
brass.

“It is nothing drastic and 
there is no truth in the rumour 
that the budget has gone. It is 
exactly the same.

Traynor continued: “The 
players are all supportive of 
the club. They have their own 
opinions and have said they 
want to stick together. 

“Bruce is quite a key figure 
at Hamworthy United. He has 
been there for so many years, 
so we didn’t want the players 
thinking there was something 
wrong. 

“When somebody like him 
steps down for family 
commitments, a lot of people 
seem to think the club won’t 
continue, but they are doing 
everything they can.” 

On Davis, Traynor added: 
“In theory, if they could get a 
full-time chairman in place, 
then it would relieve Mike of 
his duties. Because of his 
work commitments, he is not 
a full-time chairman, like 
Bruce wasn’t. 

“Mike has said he cannot 
commit to the chairman’s 
role, but he will stay on board 
one way or another and the 
title stays with him at the 
minute.”

Hiscock takes on 
Natella’s position 


JORDAN Hiscock is 
the new man in charge 
at New Milton Town 
following Connor 
Natella’s departure. 

Natella, 22, became 
one of the Wessex 
League’s youngest 
ever bosses when he 
stepped up to replace 
Callum Brooks in 
August. 

But, after less than 
eight weeks in the job, 
he quit due to 
increased work 
commitments. 

After consulting 
Brooks, now first-team 
coach at Poole Town, 
Linnets chairman John 
Breaker opted to 
appoint Hiscock, who 
joined New Milton’s 
staff from Ringwood 
Town over the summer. 

Explaining his 
reasons for leaving, 
Natella said: “It is 
down to a change in 
personal 

circumstances. My 
workload has 
increased massively. 

“I run a youth 
programme across 
Hampshire and I’ve 
recently taken on a 
bigger role that has 
led me moving to 
Southampton and 
means I am unable to 
commit 100 per cent 
to the club. The 
players have put a lot 
in and deserve 
somebody who is able 
to put in the same 
effort. 

“Obviously it’s sad to 
leave because we had 
huge plans for the club 
over the next couple of 
seasons. 

“We were very 
ambitious and, even 
though I’d only been in 
the role a few weeks, 
we were already 


seeing green shoots of 
growth. 

“If this had 
happened a year ago 
when I was living 
round the corner, 
things might have 
been a bit easier and it 
might have been 
different. However, the 
players are working 
very hard and I have 
no doubt they’ll go on 
and get better 
results.” 

Hiscock, who took 
charge for last 
Saturday’s 1-1 home 
draw with Andover 
New Street, was 
brought to Fawcett’s 
Field by Brooks at the 
start of the season. 

He inherits a side 
sitting third-to-bottom 
of Sydenhams One 
with just seven points 
from nine games. 

“Jordan seemed to 
be the obvious choice 
for the role and was 
keen on doing it,” said 
chairman Breaker.

GOSPORT Borough’s former 
Winchester City and Salis¬ 
bury goal ace Jamie White 
has joined Poole Town on an 
initial month’s loan - and is 
already banging in the goals. 

The 25-year-old struck twice on 
Tuesday as the Dolphins surged to 
the Southern Premier summit with 
a 5-1 Dorset derby win at Dorchester. 

Former Saints youngster White 
made his name with a prolific record 
of 37 goals in 73 matches for the old 
Salisbury City, helping the Whites to 
promotion to Non-League’s top flight, 
writes Wendy Gee. 

Prior to that, the Harefield hotshot 
had risen to prominence with Win¬ 
chester City where he bagged 51 goals 
in 32 appearances in the Sydenhams 
Wessex League as he fought his way 
back from a cruel succession of in¬ 
juries that had scuppered his profes¬ 
sional career. 

White briefly represented Bristol 
Rovers in the Conference Premier 
last season before being snapped up 
by Paul Doswell’s Sutton United. 

He joined Gosport over the sum¬ 
mer, but has suffered more injury 
problems along the way and has yet 
to make an impact for the National 
League South club. 

Poole boss Tom Killick explained: 
“Primarily, because of Richard 
Gillespie’s injury problems, I have 
been looking to sign someone for a 
little while. 

“Gosport feel Jamie needs to get 
some games following his injury, so it 
is a brilliant development for us. We 
have a lot of games coming up and he 
is proven at the level above so should 
help us a lot. 

“I am sure Gosport will be looking 
to get him back but, hopefully, he can 
have the same sort of impact Justin 
Bennett did a couple of seasons ago.” 

Gosport boss Alex Pike hinted a 
couple of weeks ago that he was look¬ 
ing to get White out on loan in the 


hope that he will come back a more 
confident player, just as Borough’s 
all-time record goalscorer Justin 
Bennett did a couple of seasons ago. 

Pike said at the time: “It worked for 
Justin Bennett at Poole. We put him 
out for a month, he scored eight goals 
and came back to Gosport. The rest is 
history 

“There needs to be an improvement 
from Jamie, but I would never give up 
on a player. 

“We signed him on the basis of his 
CV, but every player needs a bit of 
confidence.” 

Killick, meanwhile, admits he is 


concerned over striker Gillespie’s 
ongoing struggle with a back injury. 

The former Eastleigh, AFC Tot- 
ton and Bashley marksman has not 
played for the Dolphins since the end 
of September. 

“It’s a concern because there 
doesn’t seem to be an awful lot of im¬ 
provement,” he said. 

“Perhaps this week we’re going to 
have to step things up and get to the 
bottom of what the problem is and 
take some steps to remedy it. Chi¬ 
ropractor and physio appointments 
don’t seem to be resolving it at the 
moment.”

Letting leads 
slip has not 
been a habit 

IT is often said that a 2-0 lead is the 
most dangerous in football, as Saints 
had the misfortune of discovering last 
weekend. 

The 2-2 stalemate with Leicester was 
thankfully a rare moment - it was the 
first time since March 2007 that Saints 
had thrown away a two-goal lead on 
their own patch and failed to win. 

History shows that Ronald Koeman’s 
men can take minor comfort from the 
fact it is unlikely to happen again in the 
near future, with just nine teams 
pegging them back from two-goal 
deficits or more in the last 30 years. 

All of those have come in the last two 
decades, starting on February 11,1995 
when Norwich City hit back to draw 2-2. 

Richard Hall’s header gave the hosts 
the lead on 33 minutes, before Jim 
Magilton doubled the advantage for 
Alan Ball’s men three minutes later. 

John Newsome pulled a goal back 
soon after, before Ashley Ward’s 
stoppage-time leveller grabbed a point. 

That was the first of two home 
matches where Ball’s men surrendered 
a two-goal advantage that season, with 
the other coming on the final day 
against, ironically, Leicester. 

Defender Ken Monkou headed home 
before Neil Shipperley’s through ball 
found Matt Le Tissier to slot past the 
City keeper. 



Virgil van Dijk had just put Saints 
2-0 up against Leicester 

Garry Parker reduced the arrears for 
the Foxes almost instantly, and the 
stage was set for Mark Robins to 
equalise with two minutes to go. 

Sheffield Wednesday came from 0-2 
down to win 3-2 at The Dell in 1997. 

David Hirst, later to sign for Saints, 
cancelled out Egil Ostenstad and Matt 
Le Tissier’s strikes with two of his own 
in two early second-half minutes. Andy 
Booth’s winner with 12 minutes left 
completed a dramatic turnaround. 

Graeme Souness’ side chucked away 
another two-goal lead two months later 
against Coventry City. 

After Egil Ostenstad had added to 
Mickey Evans’ opener just after the 
break, Peter Ndlovu gave the Sky Blues 
hope before Noel Whelan earned 
Gordan Strachan’s side a valuable 
result... they ended up staying in the 
Premier League by one point. 

Struggling Derby County only won 
nine games in the entire 1999/2000 
season, but came from 1-3 down to 
draw 3-3 at The Dell. 

The Rams had taken the lead through 
future Saint Rory Delap, but Matt 
Oakley, who would lead the Midlands 
club to promotion seven years later, 
grabbed the initiative for the hosts after 
Marian Pahars had let fly from 30 yards.

BOOK REVIEW 

Wiped Out? 

The Jerome Wilson Story 
By Mark Turley and Jerome Wilson 
Sportsbookofthemonth.com price: 
£12.99 

ONLY the dedicated fight fan would 
have heard of Jerome Wilson, an 
up-and-coming light-welterweight 
prospect, before he climbed in to the 
ring to face Serge Ambomo in what 
would prove to be his eleventh - and 
final - professional contest on 12 
September 2014. 

Wilson had been a professional 
fighter for four years, a period when he 
seems to have worried as much about 
selling tickets to his bouts as 
opponents, but a little over twelve 
months ago, his second duel against 
the powerful Ambomo came to a 
premature end when he was knocked 
out in the sixth round. 

Such was the severity of the 
punishment inflicted on Wilson that 
when he eventually went down, it was 
Ambomo’s trainer, Glyn Rhodes, who 
leapt through the ropes and put him in 
the recovery position, fearing he had 
witnessed another boxing-related 
death. 

Fortunately, Wilson recovered slowly, 
not quite fully, and with a quarter of his 
skull missing, told his harrowing tale to 



Mark Turley. 

He had suffered a subdural 
haematoma, a significant bleed on the 
brain that often proves fatal for active 
participants in a sport the author calls 
‘showbusiness with blood’. 

At times, Wiped Out? is a troubling 
read for it makes you think deeply 
about boxing and its primary aim, ie to 
knock your opponent senseless, yet 
there’s no whingeing or calls to ban the 
sport from Wilson who was aware of the 
risks before he took up Ambomo’s 
challenge. Nevertheless, Turley 
conveys the pre-fight concerns and 
post-fight reactions of Wilson’s friends 
and family: touching, heartfelt 
comments that no doubt permeate the 
minds of those in similar positions 
before their sons / brothers / husbands 
/ friends step into the ring. 

Wiped Out? traces Wilson’s gradual 
recovery - he wins more than £100,000 
playing online poker, only to lose every 
penny, for example, and, almost 
understandably, contemplates suicide: 
“I would be free. They [his family] 
would all benefit financially”. The birth 
of a son has banished such thoughts. 
Yet Wilson must live with the mental 
anguish as he waits to have a titanium 
plate fitted into his skull. 

Meanwhile, the author and publishers 
(Pitch Publishing) have agreed to 
donate all profits from the book’s sale 
to Jerome Wilson; it’s to be hoped 
thousands of others do too. 


HAMPSHIRE have awarded 
all-rounder Sean Ervine 
with a Benefit Year in 2016. 

Ervine is one of the most deco¬ 
rated players in the county’s his¬ 
tory, having won three Lord’s finals 
(2005, 2009, 2012), two T20 titles 
(2010, 2012) and last year’s division 
two Championship since arriving 
from Zimbabwe a decade ago.

13,000 runs and taken more than 
350 wickets.

“He has been a major influence 
in our successful one-day and T20 
campaigns leading from the front 
in his first year with Hampshire 
in the C & G Final against War¬ 
wickshire, where his fine century 
helped secure both a victory and 
the man-of-the-match award. 

“He has also been a regular con¬ 
tributor with both bat and ball in 
the long form of the game and is a 
huge favourite amongst our mem¬ 
bers and supporters. 

“I am delighted that the Hamp¬ 
shire Cricket Members’ Club have 
nominated him for a Benefit Year 
in 2016 and equally happy that the 
club has granted this.” 

Winning culture 


Ervine continued: “When you 
play for a club like Hampshire you 
feel part of a family away from 
your family, it’s a winning culture 
and we’ve been lucky enough to 
enjoy a lot of successful periods 
where we’ve won trophies. 

“This club has always had huge 
potential, and I’m proud to have 
been part of the successes of the 
last 11 seasons, long may it con¬ 
tinue.” 

Ervine’s commitment and dedi¬ 
cation towards the club’s official 
charity, Hampshire Cricket in the 
Community, earned him the 2015 
Capital FM Clubman of the Year 
Award.

BOOK REVIEW 


Cricket: The Game of Life 
Every Reason to Celebrate 
By Scyld Berry 

Sportsbookofthemonth.com price: 
£18.00, saving £7.00 on rrp. 
READING former Wisden editor Scyld 
Berry on cricket is akin to watching 
a particularly dextrous potter at his 
wheel, skilfully moulding and caressing 
his raw materials, in Berry’s case, 
the English language, to produce 
something of lasting beauty. Mr Berry 
has been writing about the game he 
loves for more than four decades, but 
I doubt he’s written anything better 
than Cricket: The Game of Life, an 
imaginative, engrossing study of how 
cricket developed and why millions of 
people enjoy playing and watching it. 

Berry’s analysis is both original and 
compelling. For instance, he identifies 
the early support of individuals such as 
the Duke of Wellington, or the sporting 
bonds formed between the British and 
Parsis in India as crucial to cricket’s 
development. Cricket, he maintains, 
has flourished first in hotspots and 
gradually woven its magic in nations 
across the world. 

Cricket’s first hotspot was Lascelles 
Hall in Yorkshire, where, in the mid- 
19thcentury, England’s finest team 
were situated. Mr Berry reasons that

this unassuming, hilltop village was 
home to an all-conquering side 
because most of its inhabitants were 
hand weavers. The location, coupled 
with its industry, accounted for unusual 
levels of hand-eye co-ordination, agility 
and, as a result of tackling a rather 
steep hill every day, the team’s 
outstanding fitness. 

The author also submits a novel 
theory which, he believes, explains how 
and why English Test cricketers 
develop. 

“Very few of the 584 Test cricketers 
born in England and Wales have 
reached the top without the help of at 
least one of these four stepladders,” he 
says: “1, A fee-paying school; 2, A close 
relative who has played either Test or 
first-class cricket, or will do so; 3, 
Professional football, with the benefits 
entailed; 4, Being born in Yorkshire or 
Lancashire where even small 
communities have a cricket ground. 

The majority of the male population of 
England and Wales does not fit into any 
of these categories. The waste has 
been enormous.” 

There are similarly inventive musings 
on cricket’s language, its camaraderie, 
statistics, its spirit and psychology 
before he concludes: “This game can 
bring together so many sections of 
society to play and watch... this sport 
can support us all. 

“Cricket is the game of life.”

Nigel Mansell - Staying On Track - 
The Autobiography 
Sports Book of the Month price:

NIGEL Mansell may have retired 
from motor racing 20 years ago but 
he is still known as “The People’s 
Champion” in the eyes of so many 
ardent Grand Prix followers.

He talks candidly about the 
psychological impact on his own 
super-confident aura when Rosanne, 
his beloved wife of 40 years, 
discovered she had cancer after 
undergoing major surgery and had to 
fight serious ill health for years. 

Mansell, opens up like never before, 
and confesses: “Rosanne’s ill health 
and the very lengthy recovery 
absolutely rocked my self-belief to the 
core. 

“This impacted on me hugely and I 
don’t mind admitting that for a long 
time I was in the wilderness. 

“I lived several years just numb from 
dusk to dawn. All of a sudden, my 
whole life came to an emergency 
stop.” 

Mansell still loves Grand Prix racing 
with a passion and says: “People 
often chat to me and ask me what was 
my biggest success: still being alive 
and surviving the journey.”

UWE Rosier has become the fifth Leeds 
manager to move on under chairman 
Massimo Cellino since he arrived at 
Elland Road in early 2014.

Record: Six games, two wins, zero 
draws, four defeats. Cellino’s first 
managerial hiring was ex-Saints coach 
Hockaday’s only experience in the hot 
seat had been with non-league Forest 
Green. 

He lasted just six games. 


DARKO MILANIC 

Record: Six games, zero wins, three 
draws, three defeats. 

After academy boss Neil Redfearn 
had steadied the ship with a six-game 
unbeaten run as caretaker, Slovenian 
Milanic, who had managed Maribor and 
Sturm Graz, was tasked with carrying 
on his good work. 

Cellino made reference to head 
coaches being like watermelons - “You 
find out about them when you open 
them”. He did not like what was inside, 
moving on from Milanic after only 32 
days. 

NEIL REDFEARN 

Record: 33 games, 11 wins, seven 
draws, 15 defeats. 

Fans’ favourite Redfearn was handed 
the job straight away and although he 
only won two of his first 13 games, a 
fine run from January through March, 
when Leeds lost just three in the 
league, saved them from relegation. 

That run coincided with Cellino’s 
disqualification by the Football League 
and the writing appeared on the wall for 
Redfearn as the chairman returned and 
failed to publicly endorse him. 

UWE ROSLER 

Record: 12 games, two wins, five 
draws, five defeats. 

The ex-Manchester City and Saints 
striker, who had taken Wigan to the 
Championship play-offs was given 
another shot with a second-tier club. 

The German presided over four 
Championship draws at the start and 
the Whites were unbeaten until mid- 
September. However, they could only 
manage a pair of victories on the road. 
Cellino pulled the trigger again.
